For the past two or three years the 
cry of hard times has been heard 
throughout the land, and unfortunately 


Northern Alberta was no exception. 
The world-wide depression which pre- 
vailed was felt more keenly amongst 
our very next door neighbors than any- 
where else, and the direct resuiS to us 
was that the price of farm produce direct 
ly competing with that of Northern Al- 
berta throughout British Columbia was 
forced far below the paying point. This 
adverse condition of affairs might have 
been met by the railway company 
granting such reductions in their rates 
as would have enabled business to be 
done at living profits ali around. The 
company did not see fit to take this 
course, and as aconsequence Alberta 
producers saw their only market sup- 
plied by their rivals from across the 
line and their products left on their 
hands. Such a condition of affairs 
could only have one class of results, 
namely disappointment, discouragement, 
and hardship. Producers did not feel 
inclined, even if they were able, to in- 
crease production,and newly arrived im- 
migrants, seeing no market in prospest, 
pulled out of the country in large 
numbers. Certainly many of those 
who went could well be spared, but 
unless matters had taken a turn it 
could only be expected that others 
whom it would not be desirable to lose 
would pull out too. What made mat- 
ters worse was the partial crop failure of 


Fs 


last season, to which was added lusses 
by prairie fires, until it seemed that 
man and nature had combined to pre- 
vent the development of this appar 
ently fairest and most fertile part of 
the Lominion. 

Speaking for Northern Alberta, mat- 
ters have taken a turn for the better in 
every line. <A fairly good crop of all 
kinds has been safely harvested and is 


now nearly all threshed. The propor- 
tion of wheat sown was greater than 


ever before, and wheat turned out the 
best erop and gave the greatest im- 
provement in price, netting the farmer 
nearly double tke price, with probably 
more thon double the quantity, of last 
year. Qats, which during the latter 
part of last season were unsaleable, are 
now in steady demand with a rising 
market at what certainly approximates 
a fair price. The improved price of 
oats is due partly to the short crop in 
Manitoba and parily to the rising values 
in Washington and Idaho, owing to in- 
creased prosperity there. Oats are still 
our principal crop in this district and 
the difference between their being un- 
saleable and bringing cash at 20c to 25c 
a bushel is enough to puta very differ- 
ent feeling in the farmer’s heart as well 
as in his pocket. Barley did not turn 
out as well as might have been expect- 
ed, bui it is available for hog feed, and 
hogs are cash, although at a somewhat 
lower price than last winter. However 
to have a sure cash market for any pro- 
duct is more important than any small 
percentage of difference in the price, 
and the cash market for live hogs now 
seems to be assured. 

Cattle have done weli during the 
past season, and although the winter 
has set in extrordinarily early, there is 
abundance of hay for local demand as 
well as some for export, and the cattle 
are all right. The demand for young 
stock has been brisk at’ good prices all 
season, and while it is a losing game to 
seli acelf, the fact that cattle of any 
age will bring a good cash price is sure- 
ly a great advantage and encourage- 
ment to people raising cattle. The 
market for good beef animals has 
been good, the only trouble being 

hat there were not enough of such 
animals for sale to make it interesting. 
While it is not pleasant to make money 
out of other people’s wisfortunes, it is 
no. harm to consider the advantages 
of our position. The unfortunate 
weather which has prevailed during the 
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and British Columbia settle any pos- 
sibility of the supply of fat cattle 
to the British Columbia 
from these ranges during tke present 


niarkeb 


winter and coming spring. All author- 
ities agree that fat cattle in Alberta 
wiil bring a good figure from January 
Ist until June Ist for British Columbia 
supply. There is abundance of grain, 
roots and hay in the district to fatten 
‘ali the cattle that can be spared, aad 
this seems to offer a good opportunity 
of turning these products inte cash in 
the spring. ‘There have been cases in 
this country where a man had his cellar 
full-of potatoes and turnips, his gran- 
ary or stacks full of grain and his eat! 
tle too poor to sell for beef in the 
spring. This is something that should 
not be, and this season, unless all signs 
fail, it need not be. 

Butter which was a drug in the 
market during the season of 1895 is 
now in brisk demand. Although values 
are not yet at old time standards, they 
are at least on a paying basis, with 
every prespect of the demand keeping 
up. ‘The development of Kootenay, 
all parts of which are certainly within 
reach of the butter of Alberta, assures 
the best possible demand for this pro- 
duct, in which North Alberta does or 
shculd excel. Although the creamery 
experiments of last year have not been 
satisfactery, the prospect of govern- 
ment assistance arid control for next 
season improves the prospect consider- 
ably. In any case, however, the brisk 
demand so near home assures a fair 
price for a good article of dairy butter 
which a year ago would have been 
absolutely refused at the stores. In 
this connection, while it may be heresy 
to doubt the usually accepted proposi- 
tion that only co-operative dairying on 
& large scale will pay, the BuLLerin 
ventures to assert that home dairying 
on scientific principles, which involves 
knowledge and care more than special 
appliances, is most likely to give the 
largest measure of profit to the farmer. 

Eggs and poultry have generally heen 
considered a bye product on the farm. 
But as in the case of butter,the develop- 
ment of Kovtenay 
trade returns published in a recent 
issue of the BuLLerin, shows that there 
is a vast, a growing and a profitable 
market for eggs and poultry in that 
region well within reach of Edmonton 
producers. The only trouble is that 
we have not now enough eggs to sell. 
The prospect of cold storage appliances 
will do a great deal for the develop- 
ment of the butter, egg and poultry 
trade. The advantage in regard to 
poultry raising is that it can be expand- 


as given in the 


ed indefinitely in a single season, and 
when the conditions change it can be 
gone out of as quickly. 

The demand for hay, potatoes 
and coarse vegetables generally in the 
Kootenay, has increase! to such an 
extent that very considerable and satis- 
factory shipments of these hitherto al- 
most waste products have been made 
to Kootenay. Certainly the vaiue of 
wild hay for feed is not as great as 
it should be,considering the high freight 
that has to be paid, but timothy can be 
grown in this district to good advantage 
and what is perhaps better, grain hay-— 
that is wheat or oats cut green—such as 
forms the principal hay supply of 
Eastern Washington and ldaho, is 
worth within a dollar a ton as much 
as timothy at Rossland. A_ cash 
market for Edmonton hay, potatves and 
coarse vegetables means everything to 
new settlers in a region where these are 
the best crop and raised with the least 
expense. 

Not only is the market wide open 
for almost all our products, but the 
railway company, whose policy has 
been the great stumbling block to our 
prosperity, seems at last to be awaken- 
ing to the fact that there isa business 
to be done here that is worth cultivat- 
ing. At present the two trains a week 
which we have are for the first time 
unable to handle the export produce 
and the C. & E. Company have appoint- 
ed an agent, Mr. Brooks,to look'into the 
the possibilities and necessities for the 
expansion of the trade of the district.

The latest outfit to recogzize 
its trade advantayes as a supply point 
are the Edmontom Pork Packing and 
Cold Storage Cu., lately incorporated, 
who intend to ervet a large cold storage 
and packing warehouse at Revelstoke 
in the immediete future. The com- 
pany have chosen wisely in selecting 
this place as headquarters, and under 
the able conduct of W. S. Edmiston, 
who is likely to be in charge, should do 
a large and ever growing business. This 
move is partly the result of the very 
able report of Mr. Cowie on Kootenay 
trade possibilities with the Edmonton 
district.

THE EASTERN VIEW. 

The Week on immigration: Thean- 
crease of the population of the Domin- 
ion, and especially of the region west 
of Lake Superior, is an absolute neces- 
sity to the prosperity of the country. 
An enormous amount of capital has 
been expended on this part of the 
Dominion, with very little return. The 
net result is a railway across the plains. 
for which there is au insufficiency of 
traffic, and which is consequently fore- 
ed to charge heavy rates for freight and 
passengers ; a few scattered settlements 
which ought to have been continuous 
in order to minimize the hardships of 
pioneering; a number of Indians 
cooped up in reserves and maintained 
at the the government expense, when 
they might just as well have been left 
to roam in freedom over the wilderness; 
and a costly police force, which, but for 
the policy of throwing open the whole 
country prematurely, might have been 
dispensed with. The withdrawal of 
capital for investment in laud that is 
still non-producing has exhausted the 
older provinces, while. tke fiscal burdens 
resulting from unprofitabie public ex- 
penditures has had a stifling effect on 
almost every form of industry, The 
acquisition of the Northwest from the 
Hudson Bay Company has so far prove- 
ed a burden instead of a boon to 
Canada. Whether it will continue to 
do so depends on the policy to be 
adopted. * * ‘* *.* The treat- 
ment of speculative holders may have 
to be drastic, but the public interest 
demands that every owner shall cither 


live on his bolding or sell to some one 


who will do so.

GENERAL NEWS. 

Winnipeg Commercial: There has been 
very little doing in Manitoba country 
markets. Since the storm of Thursday wheat 
deliveries have been about nil. It will be 
some time before country roads are fit for 
travel again. The prict*to farmers is nom- 
inal at abont 65 cents for No. ! hard at 18 
eents freight rate points to Fort William. 
Thia bas been far the heaviest week of the 
season in shipments from Fort William. 

Winniveg Commercial : Prices of vats are 
about the same as last week. Car lots on 
track here have been quoted from 24 cents 
per bushel of 34 pounds for common feed 
quality up to 28 cents for choice “white. 
New oats are generally held at about 24 to 
25 cents, and old at 26 to 27 cents. Cars of 
very poor new are offered at 2] to 23 cents. 
In Manitoba country markets about 15 to 
16 cents is paid to farmers, and 20 cents io 
farmers in Winnipeg, local farmers’ offerings 
being poorer quality as a rule than car lots 
offered here. 

C. P. R. traffic receipts show the follow- 
ing results: October, 1896, gross earnings $2- 
121,650, working expenses $1,182,009: net 
profits, $939,641. In October. 1895, the 
net propts, were $1,109,647 For the ten 
months ending October 31st, 1896, the fig. 
ures are as follows: Gross earnings $16,79),- 
042; working expenses $10,470,041, net 
profits. $6,821,001.
